Before Plunging Into Pools. 


REPORTS OF SERIOUS DE- 
terioration in the structure of 
the Crystal Garden, facing the city 
with heavy costs of repair or re- 
placement, indicate that the com- 
munity’s acquisition of the property 
gratis from the CPR carried prob- 
lems as well as benefits. Now the 
difficult question of whether to un- 
dertake minimal repairs, a full reno- 
vation; or construction of a com- 
pletely new building is one to tax 
the full wisdom of council members. 
The proposal to build a, new fa- 
cility. immediately raises another 
question: one swimming. pool or 
two? The Crystal Garden, of 
course, was built not only for its 
pool, although this was the major 
feature, but also as a centre con- 
taining ‘ ballrooms, an exhibition 
room, salt baths and other‘ items. 
As: Mayor, Stephen’ observes, the 
city has taken on enough tasks in 
the maintenance of recreational fa- 
cilities and hardly needs to be in the 
“ballroom business.” Dropping this 
would simplify to some extent the 
construction of any new swimming 
pool accommodation. But location 
presents. another demanding prob- 
lem: Is the present site, chosen more 
than forty years ago, still the best 
one for the purpose? 

_As a centre for tourist patronage 
it forms a valid part of the facil- 
ities in the area: the new museum, 
Thunderbird Park and the nearby 
hotels. It is fairly centrally located, 
too, for-some residents, but many of 
its local patrons musf come a con- 
siderable distance to use it. Opin- 
jons. on this point will be in sharp 
conflict. 

_ But what the city, is now faced 
‘with—which may not have been 
readily apparent until today—is the 
need\for a complete overall assess- 


ment of recreational facilities, pres- 
ent and projected, not only for the 
city itself but for the region. Until 
such a survey is'made—and any- 


thing based on immediate needs of : 


several years ago will probably be 
out of date in this fast-changing 
community — there can be only 
patchwork and guessing in locating 


the key recreational centres for 


Greater Victoria as a whole. 

There should be a careful study 
of the population distribution, not 
only as of today but as likely to 
obtain over the next two or three 
decades. There should be full infor- 
mation on ible traffic trends, on 
expected alterations in the ratio of 
young and old residents, on the pos- 
sibility of changes) in the popularity 
of various -/ Only on this basis 
will it be possible to place swim- 
mining pools, tennis courts, skating 
‘rinks and such public centres to the 
best advantage for long-term use. 

We have had such studies made 
for hospital accommodation, for 
sewers, for schools and similar 
needs. But piecemeal, localized 
guessing as to placement of pools 

_ and ice surfaces, based only on the 
immediate needs of today, and of 
one municipality or another, must 
lead to errors and eventually wasted 
money. 

Modern requirements call for 
large expenditures from the public 
purse for recreation. Whethér tax- 
payers like it or not it is a definite 
trend, and one Which will develop 
rapidly in the-coming era of in- 
creased populations with increased 
leisure time. But a prime necessity 
is a factual basis on which the re- 
gional program may best be carried 
out. Reasonable expenditure . for 


this information would be. money

‘The phrase ‘search for identity" was 
heard from the.floor, and political 
columnists’ picked it up. With old 
attitudes under scrutiny, the Tories are 
signposts. A party in transition finds that 
even tradition is not always safe. 

There were ringing speeches at 
Brighton, but mostly generalities in a 
“telling phrase. These were dismissed as 
rhetoric, dressed up with,nowhere to go. 
If the ‘Conservatives Have not yet 
elaborated a new philosophy, distinct 
from the Labor government’s “middle-of- 
the-road socialism, nobody should be 
surprised, Thirteen years of Corigerva- 
tism and three years of Labor, all inthe

Revolution was Mao’s dream of wiping 
out differences in pay to create a truly 
classless society. But the classes which 
he intended to help and which arose 
under his banners have been damaged. 
The elite groups which he set out to 
attack have been strengthened. 

The students are urged to return to 
their schools under the cloud of a 
massive backlash. They are despised as 
hooligans by the city-dwellers, 
thoroughly mistrusted by the army and 
denounced as “selfish” by government 
spokesmen. 


No Jobs 


Worst of. all their rampage has 


“damaged the prospects of a solution to 


their malaise. Their restless response to 
Mao reflected their dismay at the lack of 
employment opportunities for high school 
and college graduates. The system has 
produced 22 million of them since 1960 
but it has not produced jo2s to match 
their numbers. Now the revolution has 
threatened the momentum of industrial 
development, the only answer to their 
plight. 

Similarly the worker-peasants whose 
envy of the industrial laborers led them 
into the Cultural Revolution have not 
been helped by it. They departed their

suburban communes and moved into the 
city only to be repulsed by laborers who 
had taken up arms to protect their jobs. 

The cries by the Mao group against 
trade unionism and ‘‘economism’’ did not 
soften the determination of those who 
had- gcod jobs to hold onto them. The 
hated principle of privilege in the 
working classes was upheld when the 
army responded by putting down the 
interlopers. 

The people who have accrued wealth 
under the Red Star had to lie very low 
while the struggle raged-'but they have 
not been -permanently affected. Russian 
propagandists complained during the 
fighting that the’ well-to-do districts, 
where _‘‘almost 90,000 capitalists and 
their families live a life of luxury,” were 
aniply protected. The attacks against 
them seem to have gone no further than 
diatribes. 

Mao’s revolution has left only its 
cliches, which persist like a ad habit, 
and a patchwork of innovative comprom- 
ises, which are designed to pull the 
fragmented society together. It has 
Produced no justifications for its instiga- _ 
tors and it fell short of becoming a 
catastrophe only through the blessing of 
a bumper harvest.

The class of 
65 Third and Fourth Year students, was 
asked to draw and name any locative 
information (cities, provinces, rivers, 
lakes, cic.) that they knew.

What does one say about the impact of 
the St. Lawrence Seaway upon the cities 
of Ontario to a person who believes that

Need for New Powers 


The constitution, in its 
present form, is a con- 
stant source of. frustra- 
tions and wasted ener- 
gies, of overlapping jobs 
and of conflicts. The ef- 
ficient working of the 
modern state needed by 
Quebeckers demands a 
deep transformation of 
this situation.

To speak of our collectivé 


rersonalty is immediately to 
raise the matter of everything 
directly affecting _ language 
anc culture: the individual's 
culture through institutions of 
jearning and: the arts; ‘the 
culture of. the masses through 
movies, radio and television. 
Those are fields where Que- 
bec must assume: truly out- 
sianding responsibilities, and 
must possess the constitu- 
tioral jurisdiction necessary 
to this end.

We could add, for 
e xample undersea rights, 
maritime fisheries, certain 
eategcr:es of transportation, 
and soon... During the next 
months, studies will go on in 
various circles which will 
allow us to fill out the list, 
either. by including new 
powers-or by clarifying cer- 
tain grey areas. The State of 
Quebec will have to exercise 
this body of powers in full 
sivercignty (en. foute souver- 
ainete)}, without hindrances 
such as those whigh now exist 
and that we have already 
posted out. 


Money Needed 


Above all, it is necessary to 
be quite conscious that. the 
State cf Quebec could not 
this body of powers 
wilnout a considerable  in- 
crease in its financial 
rescurees. In the hypothesis of, 
a ision of legislative juris- 
distions between the State of 
Quebec and a Canadian cen- 
trai state, it would be neces- 
sary to foresee a _ fiscal 
division different from that 
existing today, to correspond 
to the rearrangement of 
responsihilities, a rearrange- 
ment resulting both from a 
new constitution.and from the 
changing of the nature and 
relative importance of gov- 
ernmental responsibilities in 
our modern world. 

The sovereignty of Quebec 
in this group of fundamental 
fields constitutes the measure 
of self-determination which 
henceforth seems necessary to 
insure the development — of 
Quebec's collective pers on- 
ality.

Literature Prize 


John Muir 


Founders 
Of B.C. 


There Were 16 Indian war 
canoes in Fort Rupert Harbor 
when John Muir arrived—and 
16 poles on the beach, each 
with a human head impaled 
on it. Because Mrs. Muir was 
the first white woman to land 
there, the Indians offered her 
a choice of any two “of the 
grisly trophies. She declined. 

This is part of the story of 
pioneer coal miner John ‘Muir 


and his family as recorded by ~ 


his son“ Michael. John Muir 
was Scottish born and traised 
as a miner. But in 1848 he 
signed on with Hudson’s Bay 
Company and- brought — his 
family to Vancouver Island in 
the sailing vessel Harpooner. 
He landed at Victoria with his 
wife, four sons and a daughter 
and a group of friends and 
relatives—in all, a party of 17. 

They soon departed for the 
mines at Fort Rupert where 
Muir sunk 4 shaft and Indian 
treubles resulted. The Indians 
wanted compensation for their 
land rights. This was -no 
sooner smoothed over’ than 
labor problems arose with the 
white’ workers—among them 
Muir’s son Andrew and his 
cousin, Johr. “McGregor. They 
not only objected to some 
phases of their duties, but 
they felt the company store 
was taking all their wages. 
The two young men organized 
Vancouver Island's first strike 
and were jailed for six days.

The family stayed at~Fort 

Rupert less than two years. 


After. a short sojourn’ in 
Nanaimo, Muir moved to 
Sooke in 1851, where they took 


over the estate of Capt. W. C. 
Crant, the first settler in- 
dependent. of the Hudson's 
Bay: Company on the Island. 

They built a fine farm with 
a dairy and imported cattle. 
Then they bought the engine 
from a wrecked steamer and 
set up a sawmill. Soon they 
were producing lumber for 
the coast, the Orient and 
Australia.. The family business 
prospered. John Muir became 
a magistrate and in 1856 a 
member of the House of 
Assembly at Victoria, rep- 
resenting Sooke. 

The Muir farm, ‘‘Wood- 
side,’ was well known; so 
were the Muirs as the family 
multiplied. Mrs. Muir died in 
1875 and John Muir in 1883. 
He was remembered as one of 
the most respected of Victoria 
district pioneers.

These novels denounce in no 
uncertain terms ‘United 
States imperialism’. By Dr. 
Oesterling’s emphasis on this 
aspect, the impression has 
gained ground that it was this 
that the Swedish Academy 
was primarily interested in 
acknowledging. 

The political tint to -the 
Nobel Prize may be said to 
have .started with the 1964 
award to Jean-Paul Sartre. It 
was the Academy's first 
acknowledgement of left-wing 
intellectuals, although Sartre 
was so insulted at: the thought 
of a “bourgeois” recognition, 
that he declined the prize. 

The prize to Michael Sholo- 
koy in 1965 seemed to confirm 
the trend.—This was clearly 
intended as an act of recon- 


ciliation to the Soviet govern- 


ment after the award of the 
Nobel Prize to Boris Paster- 
nak_in 1958. Both the Soviet 
authorities and. Sholokgy ac- 
cepted it as such, and praised 
the Swedes for their action. 
Pasternak was prevented by 
the Soviet authorities from 
going -to Stockholm, and -he 
was compelled to renounce 
the prize. His criticism of 
Soviet society in Dr. Zhivago 
was then considered —high 
treason, more or less, and the 
Swedish award interferencé in 
Soviet domestie affairs. 
Sholokov was one of Paster- 
nak's harshest critics, and his 


smugness in accepting the 
, prize in Stockholm did not 
exactly show the Swedish 


Academy in a good light. 

The Sholokov award fell into 
place among the various 
diplomatic and other activities 
undertaken by the Swedes to 
improve relations with the 
Soviet Union.

One of Moral Impatience’ 


One of the most saga- 
cious remarks about the 
American people was 
made by Mr. Dooley: 
“Americans are shovrt- 
distance crusaders.” 

I used to quote this to my 
classes in Cambridge and Ox- 
ford. as an explanation of a 
good deal of American life 
that. puzzled, and even 
alarmed, the more phlegma- 
tic English 

IT used to point out that 
there-was no example of any 
American winning any of the 
distance races in the Olympic 
Games; they won only. in the 
sprints. 

After the Tokyo Games, I 
could no longer say that. And 
1 think it can be plausibly 
argued that since the Second 
World War, the Americans 
have showr a great deal of 
patience as well as the more 
generally admitted virtue of 
generosity.

Nevertheless, Mr. Dooley is 
still in many ways right. The 
United States would not exist 
in its. present form if the 
Americans had not been short- 


distance crusaders, willing to. 


try anything once and aban- 
doning things that fail. 
You can see the quickly 
abandoned enterprises all 
“aver the United States: future 
ereat cities that are barely 
villages; future great cities 
that are not even villages; 
“universities” that are barely

certainly not a country in 
which much is built to last for- 
ever.

The United States has been 
at war, with comparatively 
short intervals; since 1941. It 
has not managed: to liquidate 
its political investments or 
responsibiities with the ruth- 


lessness shown by Gen. de 
Gaulle.. It has not said,

part of Furope has done—with 
a good deal of moral smug- 
ness. 

After all, the Vietnam war 
is about to,enter its fifth year.

But there is something in 
the” belief that American 
impatience is one of - the 
weaknesses of American 
policy inside and outside the 
United States. 

The fact- that 
history -has been 
dentedly successful, ~that- it 
has known only. one real 
catastrophe (the Civil War), 
that it has never lost a war 
(though sometimes it has only 
¢rawn) makes it easy for 
Americans to <expect quick 
results from their rulers: If 
they do not get quick results, 
they ‘assume that the rulers 
are incompetent: monsters or 
even traitors. 


All European countries have 
learned the hard way that 
even intelligent; patriotic and 
courageous rulers may fail 
because the odds are against 
them. Most European coun- 
tries have national traditions 
of miracles to give hope in 


American 
unprece- 


bad times. Americans. are 
able to believe that their 
successes were their’ own 
doing. 


Even if it could ‘be argued 
that the American Revolution 
was saved -by that great 
Admiral de Grasse, the fact 
that France was an ally of the 
United States was due to that 
most astute of diplomats, 
Benjamin Franklin, so that it 
was really an American vic- 
tory after all—a judgment 
with which I agree. 

But in the years that have 
followed the overwhelming 
victory of 1945—a victory as 
complete as that of 1865—the 
belief in what I called, in 1952, 
the “illusion of American

MacArthur's Janding at 
Inchon, was followed by the 
intervention of Communist 
China, which was, in poten- 
tiality at any rate, one of the 
greatest powers in the world. 

But neither China nor the 
Soviet Union has openly inter- 
vened in the Vietnam War, 
and the continued resistance

As the season progresses. 
some yellow leaves will develop. 
These can be removed «as they 
appear since they are no longer 
useful to the plants. If they drop 
and lie on the soil, fungus 
troubles are encouraged as they 
rot. On the compost heap with 
other unwanted leaves of turnip, 
leek and parsnip they may 
decompose safely when covered 
with a sprinkling of soil.

The Beatles were followed bya a derry Lewis 


comedy entitled Cinderfella. If you are a Lewis fan, 
your channel selector did not get exercised. 

Mine did. Over at ABC-TV there was a 90-minute 
adaptation of the Broadway musical Kismet. 3 

It was another special in the network’s eight 
eventful days- which began Oct. 22. 

Jose Ferrer, Anna Marla Alberghetti, George 
Chakiris, Barbara Eden, Hans Conreid and Cecil 
Kellaway (a formidable group) cavorted through! the 
popular commoners-and-king theme. 

The program provided pleasurable moments as 
such familiar tubes as Stranger In Paradise and 
Baubles, Bangles and Beads wafted through the room. 

The adaptation was successful: but it helped rob 
viewers of watching CBS-TV’s documentary, ‘Where 
We Stand In Vietnam,” and CBC-TV’s debut of 
“Hatch’s Mill.” 

The evening was too full. All it did was cause the 
viewer to continually change channels to try to capture 
the excellent fare provided on all channels. But the tid 
bits sampled failed to satisfy wholly. 

It was a perfect example of senseless programming e 
at its best.

Colin Graham, director of 
the Art Gallery of Greater 
Victoria, told members at the 
annual meeting Wednesday 
the gallery has works of art 
worth $700,000 but $400,000 
worth are kept in storage 
because the gallery is too 
small to display them. 

He stressed the need for a 
new wing and said it is 
inadvisable to buy more paint- 
ings until the gallery is 
enlarged.
